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Some Features of Baloch Culture

Baloch culture is opposite of the general perception it has. Though Balochistan is an area of 
barren lands, deserts and mountains, the Baloch culture is full of traditions, arts and crafts, Balochi 
embroidery is one of the most popular arts and crafts which is done by the females. Another distinct 
feature of Baloch culture is the story telling tradition, Poets and story tellers are highly reputed in 
Baloch culture. 

The people belonging to Baloch tribes speak ‘Balochi Language’. Balochi language is an 
ancient language. Its roots are traced back to Iranian branch of Indo-European Family, It has 
resemblance with languages such as Sanskrit, Avesta and Old Persian, which now a days are said to 
be dead languages. 

Marriages: In Baloch culture marriages are different and unique. The marriages are according to 
Islamic principles in presence of a Mullah along with witnesses. Every member of the family takes 
part in the marriage. They express their joy and happiness by following the traditions of their culture. 
Usually the marriages are done in young ages. There is a very or negligible ratio of love marriages as 
this is not appreciated across the culture. Usually the marriages take place within tribes but at times 
intertribal marriages are also conducted. Divorce rate is very low in Baloch people as compared to 
others. They consider it a matter of disrespect for the family and honor of the tribe. 

Dressing: Baloch wear shalwar kameez with distinct additions and modifications. The people dress up 
in the same way in all the tribes. Paag (turban) is the common headwear of Baloch men along with 
wide loose shalwar and knee-long kameez. Females dress consists of a kameez having a big pocket 
called Pandol and a great amount of embroidery in it. A big “Gushan" is taken to cover the head and 
shoulders. 

Festivals: Both religious and social festivals are celebrated by Baloch people. Baloch culture is full of 
many social festivals like Sibi Festival in which folk music performance, cultural dances, handicrafts 
stalls, cattle shows and number of entertaining activities show the colorful side of Baloch 
people.they celebrate their cultural day on the 2nd of March each year. itis celebrated with great 
zeal and enthusiasm. People from around the world turn up to watch and take part in it. It highlights 
and promotes the diversified and rich Baloch culture. 

‘Music and Dance: Baloch culture is rich in folk music dances and songs. Famous wedding songs of 
Baloch culture are ‘Nazenk’. The instruments used mainly are a flute locally called ‘NAL’, Tamboora 
and Suroz. A common Balochi dance is Dochaapi. Other dances include Lewa, Latti and Hambo etc. 
Food: Usually Baloch people have meals in morning and evening. Men and women eat separately. 
Wheat, millet and rice are parts of their meal. Meat is also an important part. Millet, butter, and 
vegetables are also part of Balochi cosine.

Naveed Ahmed, an investigative journalist estimated that Baloch are also distinct 
community in GCC countries such as Oman, Bahrain, and Qatar, The UAE, Yemen and other 
Countries. Moreover, about the origin of the world ‘Baloch’, Rawlinson (1873) estimated that 
the word ‘Baloch’ came from the name of Babylonian King and god blues, Similarly, Dames 
(2804). explains that it is derived from the Persian language in the 6th century. NaseerDesht 
(2012) believes that the word ‘Baloch’ has been derived from the name of ethnic group 
Balaschik living in Balashagan. 

According to some estimates that the population of Baloch people is around 2.5 million 
worldwide, however it is difficult to estimate the exact number. They make 5 percent of 
Pakistan's population. According to Naveed Ahmed many Baloch are said to be migrated to 
Balochistan from Aleppo (Syria) in the 12th century. Further, Baloch make around 35 percent of 
Oman's population, and have assimilated themselves to their culture, but have preserved their 
Culture as well. In last few decades, several Baloch have migrated to Punjab for securing jobs 
due to rising unemployment. Currently Baloch also reside in South Punjab, central Punjab and 
Lahore.

Moreover, it is too much challenging for the scientists to answer or find out the reality 
related to universe. For instance, how is this immense universe created? Which are the sources 
that compressed the universe in a systematic shape/ ascertaining these queries about universe 
scientists have done their best and still workg on the uncertainty. After considerable 
estimations scientists believed that for reaching the nearest stars (Proxima Centauri) it can take 
4 light years from the Earth to that star which is about twenty three million light miles, Many of 
the other starts are visible to naked eyes at night are within a few hundred light years away 
which is terribly large number. Our sun is eight minutes light years away that is about 4 crore, 99 
lacs kilometers. 


In 1924 when an American astronomer Edwin Hubble elaborated that the all-stars are 
bound by a strong force and this force has shaped them like galaxies which are also hold by the 
force (indicated gravitational force) to form milky ways. Furthermore, Hubble said that our 
galaxy is one of the many galaxies which is designed like the “spiral galaxy” (galaxy that has a 
circulatory shape) and that can be seen by using powerful modern telescope. But unfortunately, 
he became fail to prove the distances between each galaxy. On the other edge he pointed that 
our galaxy contains hundreds of thousands stars and planets that rotate around the center of 
‘sun since hundred million years. Afterward, scientists proved that the sun which is an average 
size star which rotates around the galaxy cumulatively, new researcheshave proved that the sun 
by nature is not yellow, it’s our eyes see it in yellow color. The sun by itself has light rays while 
the layers of gases filter them due to their strong radioactivity.

Men and women who find 
themselves in the socio-religious contract of legal marriage are given liberty and free-will as 
well. However, some social issues that arise from women with their right age of marriage, and 
free-will of choosing a partner as well as the right to dowry. Having account of Quranic verses, 
hadiths and references of sahabas we can conclude that women enjoy a greater liberty in 
marriage. Therefore, it is suggested that the contemporary socio-economic issues should be 
Viewed from Islamic point of view where solutions to these problems are clearly stated,

The presence of two witnesses is necessary to make a marriage valid, because open 
declaration of marriage constitutes its soul and essence.According to a tradition of Tirmidhi 
reported by Ibn Abbas, the Prophet declared: “Those women are adulteresses who marry 
themselves without the presence of witnesses.” 24(Women in Islam 2 pp -58) Furthermore, 
Umar once told that a certain marriage had been performed with one witness only. He said that 
Such a marriage amounted to clandestine relationship which was illegal. fhe had knowledge of 
it beforehand, he would have dealt stern punishment to either party.25 (Women in Islam 2 pp 
58)

In such celebration the 
society and community maintain the relationships and increase the population with socio- 
feligious recognized statuts. In the Islamic method of marriage, the dower (Mehr) remains 
compulsory on the husband to give to the bride in the marriage contract. It remains a kind of gift 
given to the wife by the husband willingly. Its either a sum of money of other form of property 
fe uibich the wife becomes entitled by the marriage. According to the Holy Quran, Dower 
(Mehr) is given as a free gift by the husband to the wife atthe time of contracting the marriage: 
“Give women their dowries graciously. But if they willingly forego some of it, then consume it 

with enjoyment and pleasure."20 (04:4) from this verse, it Becomes clear that the divine | 
teachings of the Islam teach to the Muslim ummah that déwer is compulsory in the contract of 
marriage. At the same time, there is another verse of the Holy Quran which also advice about 
the dower that, “if you wish to replace one wife with another, and you have Ben One of them a 
fortune, take nathing back from it. Would you take it back fraudulently and sinfully? 21(Q,4:20) 
One can judge from the above verses of the Holy Quran that Dower is very important in the 
marriage contract in the eyes of the Islamic teachings in contracting second marriage and the 
dowers of first or second wives. if someone does not pay the dower to his wife, in the eyes of 
Islamic teachings it’s a sin. 

‘According to Islam, no marriage can be regarded as legally valid for which dowry has not 
been stipuated. if the amount of dowry is not fixed, the wife is entitled to Propet dowry (mahr- 
Limithi), even ifthe marriage was contracted on the express condition that she should not claim 
any dowry.

ton Majah and Tirmidhi report from Amir ibn Rabiah that a women belonging to the 
tribe of Banufazara married 2 man for a pair of shoes. The Prophet asked her whether she was 
really happy over that much dowry. she replied in the affirmative, whereupon the Prophet 
made no objection. 

cording to Abu aba'far, it was the opinion of Umar, the second Caliph, that the dowry 
should not be fixed at a very high rate, for if this had been a point of honour and pleasing in the 
sight of God, the Prophet too would have acted accordingly, but he did not fix more than a 
hendred and twenty-five dithams of dowry for his wives and daughters (Timich p.132). 
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by Muslim, states that the Prophet has said: “A previously married woman is more a guardian 
for herself than her guardian and a virgin should be asked permission about herself, and her 
permission is her silence.” 14(Women in Islam 2 pp 58) 

There is another Hadith which supports the same idea that woman need to be asked for 
choosing a partner for her life. As Abu Huraiarh further reports that Prophet has said: “A grown- 
up girl shall be asked permission about herself. If she is silent, it is her permission; and if she 
| declines there shall be no compulsion on her.” 15.(Women in Islam 2 pp -58)
